New York, November 5.—The inevitable 
spread of the financial stringency, which has 
peen affiicting New York for six months past 
with more and more virulence, has now reach- 
mi the furthest corners of the land. In the 
south owing to the persistent holding back 
of cotton during the first two months of the 
season, the lack of funds for ordinary busi- 
ness transactions is being keenly felt. Farm- 
erg have plenty of cotton on which the banks 
have probably loaned to their full capacity. 
There are not less than 3,000,000 bales ready 
for sale at the moment, but the great ditficul- 
ty in getting cash, in exchange for drafts 
against foreign buyers, has seriously hamper- 
@] the «purchase of cotton, even where the 
exporter was ready to pay the price asked, 
ind the farmer was vw@iling to sell. Men of 
experience in previous periods of financial 
stringency foresaw this condition of affairs 
and sold futures ahead with resulting hand- 
some profits.
